It was now plain that’ Bayard's nomination 
was out of the question, and that there was no 
hope for |the man to ‘whom the influence: of 
New-York and Mr. Tilden had. been transferred 
from Payne. The darthorsés were forgotten 
in contemplation of the'repid growth of popu- 
larity which had,almost doubled the original 
vote for. Hancock, . The mob | ‘howled 
and shrieked, so, that for ‘some. time 
no business ‘could . be~ done. But ' while 
the disorder) prevailed ‘there. were hur- 
ried consultations: among the delegates and 
unmistakable :signs of .a stampede... The first 
delegation to yield t the pressure ‘was that of 
Wisconsin, whose Chairman, after cotisiderable 
difficulty, secured recognition from the Chair 
and asked permission to. change the delegation’s 
vote, The request-was referred tothe Con- 
vention and permission 'was granted. ‘The Wis- 
consin Chairman thereupon announced: that 
the State desired to cast her vote for Han- 
cock: . This was ‘the spark which fired 
the train, and the explosion ‘which 
followed was an of the. noise 
and confusion which can: be created by such a 
mass of people, confined by four walls, a floor, 
and a roof. The delegates were all on their 


feet, and the Chairmen; eager to: get. into the 


stream, were appealing to the Chair for recog- 
nition. The old presiding officer: pounded his 
desk. with the regularity and. almost the 
force of a trip-hammef; . and «shouted 
until his. ruddy ‘turned  . to 
a darker hue. The Pennsylvania Chairman 


stood upon a chair directly in front of the. 


desk, and after some dplay he :was declared to 
have“the floor.’ Having complimented both 
Randall and Hancock, he announced that the 
Aelegation now desired to cast all of its votes 
for Hancock. . This was the signal for another 
outbreak in the galleries, and the temporary 
insanity which prevailed was: increased by 
the exhibition at the Chairman’s desk. of 
a banner. bearing Hancock's portrait. Other 
delegates endeavored to make amipuncements, 
but' the confusion was so great tliat the band 
struck up a lively air in the hope: of bringing 
the ‘crowd back to thelr senses. « Out of the 
multitude of noises’ arowe ‘the sharp. crack of 
the big gavel as the Chairman brought it down 
upon the, desk at the rate of. about 48 
strokes to - the minute.’ The ~ delegates 
crowded upon the platform and surged like a 
flood over telegraph messengers, ‘clerks, and

on the floor, and these they gathered in a group 
aboye'the old Chairman’s head, shrieking all 
the time, The Chairman stood firmly at his 
post, wielding the big gave} with precision and 
power. Occasionally a Chairman of:a delega- 
tion would brandish his arms in ‘the crowd be- 


low the desk and would announce his delegation’s | 


wishes, Messengers “would ‘convey his words 
to the Chair and the Secretaries.’ In. this way 
New-York’s vote ‘was’ transferred ‘from Ran- 
dall to Hancock, and Ohin ‘deserted Thurman 
and: joined. the majority. Preston, of Ken- 
tacky, desired to make an announcement not 
of the ordinary kind, and’ at last he succeeded 
in clearing away the noise from a small space 
around him: and in telling the Chair that his 
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desk fighting for a hearing, There were hisses 
from many when his State was named: ‘I 
know-no reason,” he angrily exclaimed, ‘‘why,

Mr. » Niblack tien, in the 
name of Indiana, moved the unanimous nom- 
ination of Gen. ‘Hancock, His delegation, he 
said, thought the man of their choice.could be 
elected, and knew that he could carry Indiana, 
but, with Hancock as a leader, they promised to 
‘urn the right flank of the Republican Party, 
and they expected that New-York and Connec- 
ticut would turn the left, while the solid South 
would come ip in the rear. 

The next to apnear. was Speaker Randall, 
who calmly -looked down from the desk upon 
the scene of his defeat, He seconded Mr. ‘Nib- 
lack’s motion, and then promised that Hancock 
would make Pennsylvania a Democratic State, 
Every energy of his own mind and body would 
be exerted in the support of: the ticket;. In 
conclusion ‘hé assured the Convention that he 
did not feel at-all sore over his own overthrow. 

, Senator Wallace,-:the foe of Randall, who 
had been successful ‘beyond his most sanguine 
hopes, then thanked the «Convention {n behalf 
of his State, and declared that Cincinnati had 
named thé.next Democratic President, as she 
had the last in 1856. The nomination of Han- 
cock would.enable the party. to .wage a cam- 
paign of aggression. 

Wade Hampton, the Confederate Brigadier, 
then promised to the party the voteof the solid 
South, and declared that no man’ was held in 
greater respect by ‘the South than Hancock. 
“On the ‘field of battle,”? said he, “we: met: 
him, and knew him as a gallant soldier, who 
conducted war on civilized principles and who, 
at the end of the war, was one of the first to 
extend a knightly hand to the- conquered.” In. 
behalf of South Carolina, once 80 overwhelm- 
ingly Republican that ‘hardly any one dared to 
count a Democratic vote, I pledge that the 
State shall give as large a Democratic vote as 
any State in the Union.’’ To those who re- 
membered that.the State was a small one, this 
seemed to be equivalent. to a promise that the 
Democrats of South Carolina would make an 
unlimited use of the shot-gun atid of tissue bal- 
lota, by which Republican voters have been 
deprived of their rights heretofore. The Sena- 
tor’s language was unhappily chosen. 

Judge , Hoadley, of this. city, promised a 
Democratic victory in Ohio in October and a 
unanimous vote in‘ November. 

By this time the old Chairman had made so 
many amusing blunders that he had almost 
lost the power ‘to surprise anybody by his re- 
marks, « Still, his crowning blunder’: was. to 
come. ‘‘A-~motion. has . been © made,”’ 
said he, emphasizing each. word bya 
stroke with the. gavel, ..‘‘that . Winfleld 
8. Scott: be. unanimously declared the Demo- 
cratic President of . the United States.’’?. Some 
of the delegates laughed, but no one stigzested 
any correction, and the motion. was actually 
passed “in this form, so that the Democratic 
Party has nominated. for President the dead 
General of the.
